Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant previously argued in the response filed January 28, 2008, that the external grooves recited in claim 5 
were the cooperating means. It was not clear from the specification as to exactly how the "cooperating means" coulld be between the 
guide and the carriage. Therefore, at that time, the examiner could not appropriately search the invention, since he could not understand 
what was being defined by claim 4. Thus the proposed amendment to claim 4 raises new issues not previously considered by the 
examiner, since applicant is now reciting that the cooperating means are rotatable means. 
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
